PRESIDENT SAYS HE DID 
NOT KNOW RAILWAYS HAD 
IGNORED BOARD'S ORDERS

A few mornings ago, people pass- 
ing along the road near Bond broth- 
ers’ distillery near the Kentucky 
River and not far from this town, 
|found the body of a man lying in 
the roadway. The | circumstance 
called to mind the discovery of the 
body of Clarence Peters, alleged to 
have been shot dead by Walter Ward 
| mear New Rochelle, N. Y. The head 
was mutilated, a bullet having en- 
tered the throat and passed out the 
top of the head. After two days 
relatives identified the deag man as 
John Thomas of Louisville. Mem- 
bers of the family said that the night 
before the killing, Thomas had re- 
ceived a mysterious message to come 
to Lawrenceburg. He had left home 
and the next the family saw of him 
was his corpse. 

Whisky Theft Discovered. 

Scenting then an attempt to raid 
the big distillery, where hundreds of 
barrels of whisky were kept under 
Government seal, prohibition agents 
were sent into Anderson County by 
Prohibition Director Samuel Collins. 
| The day after Thomas’ body was 
identified, dry agents made the dis- 
covery that the contents of 189 bar- 
rels of whigky had been “siphoned” 
from the barrels within the ware- 
house. The whisky, valued at bootleg 
prices, is over $300,000. A guard 
was on duty at the warehouse. The 
Euard was sought but he cannot be 
found. There has been s8Ome idea 
that he might have been kidnaped, 
or may have been tumbled over one 
of the nearby Kentucky River c liffs. 

The murder and the theft became 
linked more closely. Officers made 
their reports to Prohibition offices 
at Louisville and Lexington. Then 
the Government ordered that the 
Bond distillery, which had been 
|robbed, and the Paxton distillery, 
near by, be confiscated, with the 
$00 barrels of liquor they contained. 

, At bootleg prices, this liquor is given 
a valuation of at least $1,500 0,000. 
Persons living in the neighborhood 
of the distillery which was robbed 
t611 of heavily laden trucks that 
went past the houses at all hours 
of the night, awakening the inhab- 
itants and keeping many a watchdog 
in uneasy hours. It igs generally be- 
lieved that the whisky was hauled 
away in trucks sent to that area 
from Ohio and Indiana, that the 
stolen liquor was promptly hurried 
_out of the State between suns, the 
boundary lines of the two States be- 
ing within a three-hour run of 
Lawrenceburg. 
Then detectives announced a new 
clew in the Thomas murder case. A 
receipt for $18,000 was found near 
where Thomas’ body lay. The re- 
celpt does not show for what the 
| money was paid, but officials see in 
'it support to their belief that he 

was slain as the outcome of a fight | 
| between the whisky runners. 


Sixth Confiscation.

latter is by far the newer of 
two practical applications of electric 
waves, I propose to devote this short 
articie to it, my reason being that, 
within the last 18 months or so its 
use for a certain purpose has begun 
to foreshadow pretty nearly every- 
thimg else connected with radio. 

In fact. the introduction of ‘“broad- 
casting’ by means of radiotelephony 
amounts almost to a new factor in 
the daily life of humanity, a faetor 
presenting endless possibilities. 

It is difficult to estimate the enor- 
mous influences that broadcasting is 
going to exercise on humanity in a 
hundred directions, some of which 
are already plainly visible, while 
others are beginning to be clearly 
indicated. For the first time in the 
history of the world man is now able 
to appeal by means of direct speech 
to a million of his fellows simulta- 
neously, and there ts nothing to pre- 
vent an appeal being made to 59,- 
000,000 of men and women at the 
same time. 

Until now it has rarely been pos- 
sible to speak to more than 5000 or 
6000 persons packed into some huge 
hall. At places like the Albert Hall, 
in London, politiciang and singers 
have often spoken or sung to audi- 
ences of 12.000 or 15.900. At the 
jubilee of Pope Leo XIII in Rome, in 
1903, the Pontiff’s benediction was 
more or less clearly heard through- 
out St. Peter's in which some 50.000 
persons were massed. The limits of 
the carrying power of the human 
voice, unaided, are, however, pretty 
sharply defimed. 

But now, it is possible to speak to 
an audience of a million, or five mil- 
lions, or twenty milloins, if need. be, 
and every unit of that audience may 
be comfortably seated in his home, 
or at sea in a ship, or fn a train, or 
flving in an aeroplane above the 
earth and Sé@parated from the speak- 
er by distances of tens or hundreds 
ef miles, distances which may soon 
be tncreased to thousands of miles 
and which fiay span whole oceans or 
continents. So far as the human 
voice is concerned, radiotelephony is 
making distance every day more neg- 
ligible. 

Will Help Capture of Criminals. 

It is still more difficult to make 
predictions as to the directions in

velop, for even the most daring pro- 
phectes will probably fall far short of 
the possibilities. given a highly-per- 
fected system of broadcasting with 
‘*harniy-tumed stations. cheap and 
highly-sensitive receivers and per- 
fect and efficient loud-speakers.

by means of radiotelephony. 

Endowed Broadcasting Stations. 

In addition to the possible future 
developments in radiotelephony and 
its use, some consideration of its 
non-technical problems may prove cf 
interest. It is evident that the broad- 
casting situation at present is a pe- 
culiar one, unparalleled in any other 
industry. 

There are today probably 600,099 
or 700,000 receivinig stations itn tho 
United States and, at the rate the 
demand is increasing, it looks as if 
before many years have gone 
there will be five or six millions, 
that we shall hace from 15 to 
millions of persons within range 
radiophone communication. 

All these people will be dependent 
for their amusement and new, 
through the receiving stations they 
will have purchased, on a few broad- 
casting stations, probably fewer than 
a hundred or so. 

At present, none of these persolis 
has anything to say regarding the 
policy of, or the matter broadcasted 
by, these broadcasting stations, butt 
it seems probable that this may be 
changed in the future through some 
as yet unforeseen alternation cr 
through some special method of or- 


_ ganization. 


Since a broadcasting station can 
be made such an enormously power- 
ful instrument for the amtsement 
and the instruction of the people, 
why should not public-spirited cit:- 
zens found and endow public broad- 
easting stations? 
Public Stations. 

Museums, libraries, picture ga‘ler- 
ies, universities, etc. have been 
founded and endowed for the bene- 
fit, educational or recreational, of 
the public, so why should not broa:!- 
easting stations be founded and en- 
dowed with the same object in view” 
A lecturer at a big broadcasting sta- 
tion in New York, say, might be able 
eventually to reach 300,000 or 490,- 
0090 persons in an evening, whereas 
on a lecture platform it might take 
him several months to reach the 
same number of persons. 

To go still further, why should not 
municipalities, or even Govern- 
ments, endow broadcasting stations? 

Many cities spend money on free 
courses of lectures and on city or- 
chestras which do not reach more 
than a few hundreds at aie time, 
whereas from a broadcasting center 
they might reach tens of thousan is. 

Why, therefore. should we not 
some day see a millionaire endow- 
ing a broadcasting chair of English 
literature or of geography at a mu- 
nicipal or Government-endovwed 
broadcasting station” 

[ firmly believe that there are 
many probabilities in favor of the 
development of broadcasting in some 
of the directions I have indicate. 

Another interesting problem is re- 
lated to the matter that will be 
broadcasted in the future. This a!- 
ready includes music, instrumental 
and vocal, of all kinds, lectures, ser- 
mons, church services, and stories 
for children. It ts tn this latter item 
that it seems to me there is the germ 
of a new idea.

The development that has taken 
place in which is presented to the 
public by moving pictures is cer- 
tainiy within the memory of most of 
us.

The new disagreement, in which some of 
the foremost authorities are at odds and 
their followers showing an abiding loyalty, 
eoncerns the methods of bidding and con- 
ventions used in playing auction whist, or 
auction, as it is generally called by its devo- 
tees. 

Introduced as a successor to bridge about 
fifteen years ago, auction has become the most 
popular card game ever invented, and is 
played by hundreds of thousands of men and 
women in al] sections of the country. With 
the development of the game, numerous 
changes were made in the rules, and it has 
now reached what is believed likely to be its 
permanent form. 

While there is a universal acceptance of the 
basic rules as laid down by the New York 
Whist Club, there exists a wide diversity of 
opinion about the best way of ding a hand 
—either for the purpose of wifnming the decla- 
ration, showing the plaver’s partner the na- 
ture of the hand, or indicating strength in 
cards that may prevent the opponents going 
game. 

One school of players hes sought to stand- 
ardize the values of any gtven thirteen cards, 
so that their holder, sitting in a certain posi- 
tion relative to the dealer, will practically al- 
ways make the same bid, double, redouble or 
pass. This standardization of bidding values 
has been adopted by many players, but there 
is no general agreement as to the offensive 
or defensive values of certain card combina- 
tions, and it is this difference of opinion that 
has given rise to the controversies agitating 
the auction world today. 

Not that all good auction players subscribe 
to the principle of standardization. Many 
of them believe that the efforte to reduce the 
game to a matter of exact values would make 
the bidding largely an automatic affair, rob- 
bing the game of speculative interest and va- 
riety. Leaving this class to their own indi- 
vidualistic ways, there remain the players who 
are willing to follow standard methods, but 
do not agree as to the basis of the standards, 
or the way of bidding according to them. 

Conversation among almost any group of 
men or women who play auction at a club or 
their homes is largely devoted to the respec- 
tive merits of systems of valuing hands, and 
the practice in bidding in various situations. 


“Do you play the Patton convention of ex- 
pecting your partner to make a declaration 
when you have doubled a suit or no-trump 
bid?” “Do you bid according to the White- 
head system of offensive or defensive trick 
values?” “Do you follow the Foster rule of 
always taking your partner out of a no-trump 
bid when you hold five or more cards in a 
major suit?” “Do you agree with Miss Irwin 
that the pre-emptive bid should never be 
used?” “Should the player whose partner has 
doubled always make a further declaration?” 

These are only a few of the many disputed 
questions over which controversy rages, ands 
no sooner has one point been settled than 
others, just as perplexing, arise and demand 
an answer. 

Had the auction players been left to work 
out their own problems the conflict over 
standards of card values and bidding conven- 
tions would probably have died down long ago. 
As it is, several writers who have given much 
thought to the game, and had wide experience 
in playing it, have undertaken to set down 
certain conclusions that they believe will be 
of interest and profit to their fellow players, 
and the wide circulation of their books testi- 
fies to the continued public interest in their 
theories and principles. I shall briefly refer 
to a few illustrations of the disagreements 
found among the writers of books which have 
achieved a national reputation. 

A question that must have often occurred 
to readers of books or articles on auction is: 
“What constitutes an authority on the game?” 
It is only fair to say that the books to which 
I shall refer were written by experienced play- 
ers who make no claim to authority further 
than that they have closely studied the mathe- 
matical possibilities of the normal distribu- 
tion of 52 cards and have based their conclu- 
sions on the actual play of many thousands of 
hands.
